Berlin.—The German army is sp end­ 
ing $28,000,000 more this y ear than it 
did in the y ear p receding. It is sp end­ 
ing only 25 p er cent less than the im­ 
p erial German army in 19 13. 
Allowing for increased cost of equip ­ 
ment, these official figures still throw 
strange light on a disarmed land. Cer­ 
tainly they do not harmonize with the 
government ep ic of a chained p eop le 
armed with stick s, their military glory 
humbled in the dust. A p eop le armed 
with stick s will not sp end 532,00fMXW) 
gold mark s, or $140,(XX),000 a y ear for 
Its army . 
One significant fact in the German 
military p roblem is the sup erabundance 
of officers and near-officers; the train­ 
ing of men who, technically p rivates, 
can step into commissions and tak e 
over the drilling of recruits at a mo­ 
ment’s notice. Of an army of 100,000 
only 36,49 9 are p rivates, less than one- 
;hird. 
There are 19 ,(XX) sergeants and 
me top sergeant has been added to 
each comp any . 
Analy sis of the budget does not re­ 
veal any violations of the treaty of 
Versailles, but it does disclose an ef­ 
fort, easily understandable, in the di- 
•eetion of exp ansion wherever a re­ 
striction can be hurdled.
